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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To construct a download system capable of updating a 
program without hindering operation even when much time such as several days is 
required for downloading a program file at the time of updating a program. 



SOLUTION: After the lapse of a schedule stored in a version updating tool 22 built in 
a terminal 20 f the tool 22 establishes communication by calling a server 10 and then 
executes log-in and a version check part 24 extracts the version of a program from a 
version table storage part 12 of the server 10 through a network, and when the 
version of the server is newer than the version of a program corresponding to the 
terminal 20, informs a downloading part 25, which executes the download of a program 
file from the server 10. The downloaded program is temporarily stored in a disk 
without being immediately reflected on the terminal 20. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network, and said server 
is equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the 
version table to which the version was made to correspond, and the program file 



storing section. The renewal tool of a version with which said terminal contains the 
version check section and the program file download section, It has the program file 
install section and the program file activation section. The renewal tool of a version of 
said terminal holds a beforehand different schedule for every terminal. According to 
this schedule, carry out call origination of said renewal tool of a version to said server, 
and a communication link is established. The version check section takes out the 
version of a program file from the version table storing section of said server. If the 
direction of the version of this program file judges that it is newer than the version of 
the corresponding program file which the terminal itself holds It is the program file 
download system characterized by downloading the new program file to which delivery 
and this download section correspond a command from the program file storing 
section of said server based on this command in said download section. 
[Claim 2] At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network, and said server 
is equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the 
version table to which the version was made to correspond, and the program file 
storing section. Said terminal is equipped with the version check section, the program 
file download section, the program file install section, and the program file activation 
section. The version check section of said terminal takes out the version of a program 
file from the version table storing section of said server. If the direction of the version 
of this program file judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding 
program file which the terminal itself holds In the program file download system which 
downloads the new program file to which delivery and this download section 
correspond a command to said download section from the program file storing section 
of said server based on this command Said server generates the refix date in the 
terminal of the program file for download. It is the program file download system 
characterized by distributing this refix date to said terminal from said server, and said 
each terminal installing the new program file [ finishing / download ] which 
corresponds according to the distributed refix date. 

[Claim 3] At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network. Said server is 
equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the 
version table to which the version was made to correspond, the program file download 
section, the version check section, and the program file storing section. Said terminal 
is equipped with the version table storing section, the download necessity inquiry 
section, the program file install section, and the program file activation section. The 
download necessity inquiry section of said terminal holds a beforehand different 
schedule for every terminal. The download necessity inquiry section of said terminal 
notifies the version which the end of a local holds in said server according to this 
schedule. The version check section of said server If the notice of a version is 
received from said terminal, the version of a program file will be taken out from the 
version table storing section. If it judges that it is newer than the version of the 
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corresponding program file to which the direction of the version of this program file 
was notified from said terminal It is the program file download system characterized 
by downloading the new program file to which delivery and this download section 
correspond a command from the program file storing section of said server based on 
this command in said download section. 

[Claim 4] At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network. Said server is 
equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the 
version table to which the version was made to correspond, the program file download 
section, the version check section, and the program file storing section. Said terminal 
is equipped with the version table storing section, the download necessity inquiry 
section, the program file install section, and the program file activation section. Said 
terminal notifies the version which the end of a local holds to said server. The version 
check section of said server If the notice of a version is received from a terminal, the 
version of a program file will be taken out from the version table storing section. If it 
judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file to which the 
direction of the version of this program file was notified from said terminal In the 
program file download system which downloads the new program file to which delivery 
and this download section correspond a command to said download section from the 
program file storing section of said server based on this command Said server sets up 
the day on which it decided beforehand as a refix date, and distributes this refix date 
to the terminal for download from said server. Said each terminal is a program file 
download system characterized by installing the new program file [ finishing / 
download ] which corresponds according to the distributed refix date. 
[Claim 5] The refix date of a program file is a program file download system according 
to claim 2 or 4 characterized by distributing to coincidence at the time of download of 
a program file. 

[Claim 6] The program file download system according to claim 2 or 4 characterized 
by distributing to each terminal from a server by making into a refix date the schedule 
which included the predetermined float after all downloads were completed. 
[Claim 7] A terminal is a program file download system according to claim 1 to 6 
characterized by holding the telephone number of a server and establishing a 
communication link from said terminal to said server based on this telephone number. 
[Claim 8] It is the program file download system according to claim 1 to 7 
characterized by dividing a terminal into at least one group, and performing download 
per group. 

[Claim 9] The program file download system according to claim 8 characterized by 
assigning one in two or more terminals in each terminal group as a master terminal 
which receives version information from a server. 

[Claim 10] The program file download system according to claim 8 characterized by 
assigning one in two or more terminals to a server for version information in each 



terminal group as a master terminal which transmits. 

[Claim 1 1] The program file download system according to claim 1 or 3 characterized 
by having an external timer as a schedule function of the download propriety inquiry to 
a server. 

[Claim 12] At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network, and said 
server is equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores 
the version table to which the version was made to correspond, and the program file 
storing section. Said terminal is equipped with the version check section, the program 
file download section, the program file install section, and the program file activation 
section. The version check section of said terminal takes out the version of a program 
file from the version table storing section of said server. If the direction of the version 
of this program file judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding 
program file which the terminal itself holds Two or more reflection days when each 
terminal serves as a candidate in the program file download system which downloads 
the new program file to which delivery and this download section correspond a 
command to said download section from the program file storing section of said server 
based on this command, Have the table to which the number with die length shorter 
than this reflection day was made to correspond, a server notifies a number to the 
terminal for download, and each terminal reads the reflection day which corresponds 
from a reflection table based on said number. The program file download system 
characterized by installing the downloaded program according to this reflection day. 
[Claim 13] At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network. Said server is 
equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the 
version table to which the version was made to correspond, the program file download 
section, the version check section, and the program file storing section. Said terminal 
is equipped with the version table storing section, the download necessity inquiry 
section, the program file install section, and the program file activation section. Said 
terminal notifies the version which the end of a local holds to said server. The version 
check section of said server If the notice of a version is received from said terminal, 
the version of a program file will be taken out from said version table storing section. If 
it judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file to which 
the direction of the version of this program file was notified from said terminal Two or 
more reflection days when each terminal serves as a candidate in the program file 
download system which downloads the new program file to which delivery and this 
download section correspond a command to said download section from the program 
file storing section of said server based on this command. Have the table to which the 
number with die length shorter than this reflection day was made to correspond, a 
server notifies a number to the terminal for download, and each terminal reads the 
reflection day which corresponds from a reflection table based on said number. The 
program file download system characterized by installing the downloaded program 



according to this reflection day. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the program file download system 
which downloads a program file from a download server to a terminal by the demand 
from said terminal, when many and unspecified terminals are connected to the server 
for program file download (a download server is called hereafter) via the network. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, when revising a program in a system by 
which a server carries out unitary management of the program file of two or more 
terminals, and the Nighttime terminal was not used, the communication link was 
established having telephoned the terminal from the download server, and the 
approach of carrying out download and revision of a program file was adopted. For this 
reason, when having connected using a public line or ISDN, the server needed to 
manage the telephone number of all terminals. Moreover, since the power source of a 
terminal needed to be on in program file download at the time of operation, whenever 
it was program revision, the operations manager of a terminal was needed. 
[0003] JP,9-292980,A is shown as an example for solving the latter problem. Drawing 
9 is the conventional program file download structure-of^a-system Fig. shown in this 
JP,9-292980,A. drawing — setting — the server for download in 10, and 11 — the 
latest version Research and Data Processing Department and 12 — AP (application 
program) version and 13 — AP file storing section and 20 — for the renewal tool of a 
version, and 23, as for AP version check section and 25, a setup tool and 24 are [ a 
terminal and 21 / AP activation section and 22 / AP download section and 26 ] the 
install processing sections. 

[0004] Moreover, drawing 10 is a flow chart which shows the flow of processing of the 
conventional program file download system shown in drawing 9 . Next, actuation of the 
conventional program file download system is explained using drawing 9 - drawing 10 . 

(1) If the power source of a terminal 20 is turned on, a terminal 20 will start the 
renewal tool 22 of a version automatically first (step S1 1). 

(2) Then, the renewal tool 22 of a version of the terminal 20 logs in to the server which 
has latest version information (step S12). 

(3) The renewal tool 22 of a version downloads the information file of a version table 
from AP version table storing section 12 of the latest version Research and Data 
Processing Department 1 1 of a server 10 (step S13). 



[0005] (4) AP version check section 24 of the renewal tool 22 of a version checks the 
version of AP of a terminal 20 based on the information on the downloaded version 
table (step S14). When AP to which the version check section 24 of the renewal tool 
22 of a version corresponds time stump information to a terminal 20 as compared with 
the time stump information on the file of a terminal 20 exists [ whether it exists and or 
not ] f AP of a terminal 20 distinguishes an upgrade product (the present version) or an 
earlier version. 

[0006] (5) When AP to which an earlier version corresponds to a terminal 20 exists 
(step S15), download the program file of the AP from AP file storing section 13 of a 
server 10 (step S16). the case where it is judged with the case where AP of an earlier 
version does not exist, at step S15 — **** (namely, when AP of a terminal 20 is the 
latest version) — it shifts to step S21 immediately, and the renewal tool 22 of a 
version is ended. 

[0007] (6) At step S16, if the program file of the latest version is downloaded from a 
server 10, the setup tool 23 attached to the program file downloaded immediately will 
be started (step S17). That is, the setup tool 23 which is contained in the downloaded 
newest AP and which was beforehand manufactured by AP developer is started. 
[0008] (7) If the setup tool 23 is started, it will install AP of this latest version in a 
terminal 2 (step S18). In addition, it maintains as it is, without updating the time stump 
given to AP of the installed latest version at this time. 

(8) if the renewal tool 22 of a version supervises whether it is under [ activation ] 
****** and the setup tool 23 is performing [ be / it ] it for every fixed time amount, 
continue a standby condition, and if it is termination, terminate AP distribution tool, 
until the install processing boiled and depended on the setup tool 23 is completed 
(steps S19 and S20). 

(9) After that, log out of a server 10 and end the renewal tool 22 of a version (step 
S21). 

[0009] In the conventional download system shown in JP,9~292980,A, the terminal 
has determined download propriety based on the version control data in a download 
server as above. It becomes unnecessary thereby, for the Nighttime download to 
become unnecessary and to make Nighttime turn on the power source of each 
terminal. 
[0010] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, by the approach of the 
conventional program file download system shown in this JP,9-292980,A, unless the 
server only for downloads is placed, download of the program file from a server needs 
to be performed in the background which uses the idle time of CPU of a server, and 
the idle time of CPU of a terminal into business, and when the load of CPU is large, 
download will be kept waiting each time. Therefore, since the time amount spared for 
download decreases, download may not be completed in one day, and this inclination 



becomes large as the number of terminals increases. It can reach on several 
depending on the case. Thus, if it became so long that the time amount concerning the 
download to each terminal exceeds one day, since operating initiation would be 
performed every day, the operating day when the thing of an upgrade product and the 
thing of an earlier version are intermingled will exist, and the program file of each 
terminal had the problem of inviting derangement to the version control of the 
program file of each terminal in a server. 

[0011] Moreover, when downloading from a server to many terminals at once, the 
demand from many terminals needed to be received at once, the load of a download 
server became high, and there was a problem of having a bad influence on the 
increase in efficiency of business. 

[0012] Moreover, the network load also became high and there was a problem of 
causing decline in transmission efficiency. 

[0013] It succeeds in this invention in order to solve such a problem, and even when 
taking time amount by which download of a program file continues in several days at 
the time of renewal of a program, it aims at building the download system which can 
perform renewal of a program convenient to business. 

[0014] Moreover, it aims at building the server system which a load does not need to 
concentrate at a stretch. 

[0015] Moreover, it aims at building the program file download system which can 

respond also to extension of a terminal enough. 

[0016] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The program file download system concerning the 
1st invention At least one terminal is connected to a server via a network, and said 
server is equipped with a program file, the version table storing section which stores 
the version table to which the version was made to correspond, and the program file 
storing section. The renewal tool of a version with which said terminal contains the 
version check section and the program file download section, It has the program file 
install section and the program file activation section. The renewal tool of a version of 
said terminal holds a beforehand different schedule for every terminal. According to 
this schedule, carry out call origination of said renewal tool of a version to said server, 
and a communication link is established. The version check section takes out the 
version of a program file from the version table storing section of said server. If the 
direction of the version of this program file judges that it is newer than the version of 
the corresponding program file which the terminal itself holds The new program file to 
which delivery and this download section correspond a command from the program file 
storing section of said server based on this command is downloaded in said download 
section. 

[0017] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 2nd invention At 
least one terminal is connected to a server via a network, and said server is equipped 



with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the version table to 
which the version was made to correspond, and the program file storing section. Said 
terminal is equipped with the version check section, the program file download section, 
the program file install section, and the program file activation section. The version 
check section of said terminal takes out the version of a program file from the version 
table storing section of said server. If the direction of the version of this program file 
judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file which the 
terminal itself holds In the program file download system which downloads the new 
program file to which delivery and this download section correspond a command to 
said download section from the program file storing section of said server based on 
this command Said server generates the refix date in the terminal of the program file 
for download, this refix date is distributed to said terminal from said server, and said 
each terminal installs the new program file [ finishing / download ] which corresponds 
according to the distributed refix date. 

[0018] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 3rd invention At 
least one terminal is connected to a server via a network. Said server is equipped with 
a program file, the version table storing section which stores the version table to 
which the version was made to correspond, the program file download section, the 
version check section, and the program file storing section. Said terminal is equipped 
with the version table storing section, the download necessity inquiry section, the 
program file install section, and the program file activation section. The download 
necessity inquiry section of said terminal holds a beforehand different schedule for 
every terminal. The download necessity inquiry section of said terminal notifies the 
version which the end of a local holds in said server according to this schedule. The 
version check section of said server If the notice of a version is received from said 
terminal, the version of a program file will be taken out from the version table storing 
section. If it judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file 
to which the direction of the version of this program file was notified from said 
terminal The new program file to which delivery and this download section correspond 
a command from the program file storing section of said server based on this 
command is downloaded in said download section. 

[0019] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 4th invention At 
least one terminal is connected to a server via a network. Said server is equipped with 
a program file, the version table storing section which stores the version table to 
which the version was made to correspond, the program file download section, the 
version check section, and the program file storing section. Said terminal is equipped 
with the version table storing section, the download necessity inquiry section, the 
program file install section, and the program file activation section. Said terminal 
notifies the version which the end of a local holds to said server. The version check 
section of said server If the notice of a version is received from a terminal, the version 



of a program file will be taken out from the version table storing section. If it judges 
that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file to which the 
direction of the version of this program file was notified from said terminal In the 
program file download system which downloads the new program file to which delivery 
and this download section correspond a command to said download section from the 
program file storing section of said server based on this command Said server sets up 
the day on which it decided beforehand as a refix date, this refix date is distributed to 
the terminal for download from said server, and said each terminal installs the new 
program file [ finishing / download ] which corresponds according to the distributed 
refix date. 

[0020] Moreover, the refix date of a program file is distributed for the program file 
download system concerning the 5th invention to coincidence at the time of download 
of a program file. 

[0021] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 6th invention is 

distributed to each terminal from a server by making a schedule including a 

predetermined float into a refix date, after all downloads are completed. 

[0022] Moreover, a terminal holds the telephone number of a server and the program 

file download system concerning the 7th invention establishes a communication link 

from said terminal to said server based on this telephone number. 

[0023] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 8th invention 

divides a terminal into at least one group, and download is performed per group. 

[0024] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 9th invention 

assigns one in two or more terminals in each terminal group as a master terminal 

which receives version information from a server. 

[0025] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 10th invention 
assigns one in two or more terminals to a server for version information in each 
terminal group as a master terminal which transmits. 

[0026] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 11th invention is 
equipped with an external timer as a schedule function of the download propriety 
inquiry to a server. 

[0027] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 12th invention At 
least one terminal is connected to a server via a network, and said server is equipped 
with a program file, the version table storing section which stores the version table to 
which the version w«as made to correspond, and the program file storing section. Said 
terminal is equipped with the version check section, the program file download section, 
the program file install section, and the program file activation section. The version 
check section of said terminal takes out the version of a program file from the version 
table storing section of said server. If the direction of the version of this program file 
judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file which the 
terminal itself holds Two or more reflection days when each terminal serves as a 



candidate in the program file download system which downloads the new program file 
to which delivery and this download section correspond a command to said download 
section from the program file storing section of said server based on this command, 
Have the table to which the number with die length shorter than this reflection day 
was made to correspond, a server notifies a number to the terminal for download, and 
each terminal reads the reflection day which corresponds from a reflection table 
based on said number. The downloaded program is installed according to this 
reflection day. 

[0028] Moreover, the program file download system concerning the 13th invention At 
least one terminal is connected to a server via a network. Said server is equipped with 
a program file, the version table storing section which stores the version table to 
which the version was made to correspond, the program file download section, the 
version check section, and the program file storing section. Said terminal is equipped 
with the version table storing section, the download necessity inquiry section, the 
program file install section, and the program file activation section. Said terminal 
notifies the version which the end of a local holds to said server. The version check 
section of said server If the notice of a version is received from said terminal, the 
version of a program file will be taken out from said version table storing section. If it 
judges that it is newer than the version of the corresponding program file to which the 
direction of the version of this program file was notified from said terminal Two or 
more reflection days when each terminal serves as a candidate in the program file 
download system which downloads the new program file to which delivery and this 
download section correspond a command to said download section from the program 
file storing section of said server based on this command, Have the table to which the 
number with die length shorter than this reflection day was made to correspond, a 
server notifies a number to the terminal for download, and each terminal reads the 
reflection day which corresponds from a reflection table based on said number. The 
downloaded program is installed according to this reflection day. 
[0029] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Gestalt 1 . drawing 1 of operation is the whole program 
file download system block diagram concerning this invention. In drawing, 10 is 20a and 
a server and 20b are terminals. A server 10 and two or more terminals 20 are 
connected via networks, such as a public network, and ISDN, ATM. Moreover, drawing 
2 is the block diagram showing the gestalt 1 of operation of the program file download 
system concerning this invention, drawing 2 — setting — 10 — a server and 1 1 — the 
latest version Research and Data Processing Department and 12 — AP (application 
program) version and 13 — AP file storing section and 20 — for the renewal tool of a 
version, and 23, as for AP version check section and 25, a setup tool and 24 are [ a 
terminal and 21 / AP activation section and 22 / AP download section and 26 ] the 
install processing sections. 



[0030] Moreover, drawing 3 is a flow chart which shows actuation of the terminal of 
the download system shown in drawing 2 . Next, actuation of the gestalt of this 
operation is explained using drawing 1 - drawing 3 . Each terminal 20 determines 
beforehand the number of the terminal which can carry out download processing of 
the download server 10 in one actuation at the time of a system design, and 
determines the number of groups based on this. Here, the terminal processed by one 
download is packed with a group. It follows, for example, A group and the terminals 
20c-20f which are not illustrated are divided into B group, and the terminals 20g-20m 
which are not illustrated are divided into some groups for terminal 20a - terminal 20b 
like C group — . Download of the program file in each group is processed by package. 
[0031] The schedule is beforehand held in self so that the inquiry demand which asks 
whether each terminal 20 of each group has a new program file to a server 10 may be 
generated to mutually different timing. These schedules differ for every group. This is 
one of the descriptions of this invention. It has prevented that an inquiry demand 
occurs in a server at a stretch, and the load of a server focuses on it by this. 
[0032] Next, actuation is concretely shown using drawing 2 and drawing 3 . It sets up 
with an input means by which time amount (timing) for connecting with a server is not 
beforehand illustrated as a schedule in each terminal 20. In this case, different time 
amount for every terminal is decided on it and set up at the time of a system design 
so that each terminal may not establish a server and a communication link to 
coincidence. 

[0033] The following explanation of operation is premised on a setup of a schedule 
having ended. Moreover, each terminal 20 is premised on having managed the 
telephone number of a server 10. 

(1) In the terminal group of arbitration, each terminal 20 will start the renewal tool 22 
of a version automatically first, if the power source of a terminal 20 is turned on. 

(2) Then, the renewal tool 22 of a version of the terminal 20 will perform the 
below-mentioned actuation (7) or subsequent ones, if a reflection flag is investigated 
and the flag is set. If the flag is not set, a schedule is investigated (step S22), and 
processing is only ended without doing anything until it goes through the time amount 
set up beforehand. It logs in, after carrying out call origination to the server 10 which 
has latest version information, telephoning and establishing the communication link 
with a server, if a setting period passes (step S23). 

(3) The renewal tool 22 of a version is a network course, and downloads the 
information file of a version table from AP version table storing section 12 of the 
latest version Research and Data Processing Department 1 1 of a server 10 (step S24). 
[0034] (4) AP version check section 24 of the renewal tool 22 of a version checks the 
version of AP of a terminal 20 based on the information on the downloaded version 
table (step S25). When AP to which the version check section 24 of the renewal tool 
22 of a version corresponds time stump information to a terminal 20 as compared with 



the time stump information on the file of a terminal 20 exists [ whether it exists and or 
not ], AP of a terminal 20 distinguishes an upgrade product (the present version) or an 
earlier version. 

[0035] (5) When AP to which an earlier version corresponds to a terminal 20 exists 
(step S26), download the program file of the AP from AP file storing section 1 3 of a 
server 10 via a network (step S27). Here, the reflection day is also added to the 
downloaded program file. This reflection day takes into consideration the download 
time amount which a server side takes per the number of a terminal, and terminal, the 
recovery time amount at the time of download failure, etc., for example, is computed 
like after a half moon and two weeks, the case where it is judged with the case where 
AP of an earlier version does not exist, at step S26 — **** (namely, when AP of a 
terminal 20 is the latest version) — the renewal tool 22 of a version is ended. 

(6) At step S27 t once accumulate in a disk and save till a reflection day without 
reflecting the downloaded program file, shortly after downloading the program file of 
the latest version from a server 10 (step S28). Moreover, if download is completed, 
the flag which shows that download was completed is set and saved. 

[0036] Business is employed by the program of the conventional version at a terminal 
side till a reflection day, it changes to the program of a new edition on a reflection day, 
and the program of the conventional version which became unnecessary is deleted. 
[0037] Drawing 4 is a flow chart which shows actuation of the terminal in the case of 
reflecting the new program file after the program file download shown in drawing 3 . 
Hereafter, the actuation in the case of reflecting a new program file is explained using 
drawing 2 and drawing 4 . 

(7) Next, each terminal 20 will start the renewal tool 22 of a version automatically first, 
if the power source of a terminal 20 is turned on. 

(8) Next, if the renewal tool 22 of a version does not have the program file to which 
the terminal investigated the existence of the downloaded program file with the flag 
saved inside (step S41), and downloaded it, according to the flow after step S22 of the 
flow chart of drawing 3 , actuation shown with the gestalt 1 of operation will be 
performed. While resetting this flag, investigating whether it passed over the reflection 
day (step S42) and having not passed over the reflection day, nothing is done but 
processing is only ended [ if there is a downloaded program file, ]. If it has passed over 
the reflection day, the attached (at the time of the first operating initiation which 
passed over the reflection day) setup tool 23 will be started. That is, the setup tool 23 
which is contained in the downloaded newest AP and which was beforehand 
manufactured by AP developer is started. 

[0038] (9) If the setup tool 23 is started, it will install and reflect AP of this latest 
version in a terminal 20 (step S29). 

(10) After that, log out of a server 10 and end the renewal tool 22 of a version. 
[0039] Thereby, the programs of many terminals are revisable all at once. When 



reflection goes wrong, the error notification of that is carried out to a download server, 
and a manager is told. Thereby, although re-download, re-reflection, etc. of a program 
file are performed henceforth, since it separates from the range of this invention, 
explanation is omitted. 

[0040] In addition, when download goes wrong, re-download is performed once [ at 
least ]. However, it is assumed by this re-download that download time amount is 
postponed. After predetermined count re-download is performed to this, the download 
to this terminal is stopped, that is notified to a server 10 and a manager is notified for 
it of an error message. And download to other terminals 20 is continued succeedingly. 
It is necessary to set up the period a reflection day is [ a period / as seeming / it / 
that it is satisfactory as the whole system even if the above-mentioned failure 
occurs ] fully generous. 

[0041] According to the gestalt of this operation, it can prevent that connection with 
the server from a terminal is no longer made to coincidence, and a load focuses on a 
server at a stretch by setting up different connection timing for every terminal and 
every terminal group. 

[0042] Moreover, after download, since it was made to reflect the program file of a 
new edition after the reflection day of a terminal passed, many terminals can update a 
program file all at once. 

[0043] Moreover, since what is necessary is just to set up a reflection day according 
to it even if the number of a terminal increases, it can respond also to extension of a 
terminal flexibly. 

[0044] Moreover, since the communication link was established conventionally, having 
telephoned the terminal from the server, the server needed to manage the telephone 
number of all terminals and was complicated, but since a server and a communication 
link are established according to the gestalt of this operation, telephoning from a 
terminal, a server does not need to manage the telephone number of a terminal. 
[0045] Moreover, the master terminal of the version information is received and 
carried out, and you may make it assign one in two or more terminals from a server 10 
in each group. In this case, terminals are connected in LAN or the network, and in 
each group of a terminal, after establishing a server 10 and a communication link, only 
a master terminal logs in to a server 10, and takes out the version information of each 
terminal in a group from delivery and AP version table storing section 1 2 of a server 
10 for the terminal ID of each terminal to a server 10 via a network. Next, the version 
information of each taken-out terminal is transmitted to each terminal 20 via LAN or a 
network. Each terminal 20 will perform download, if the version information sent from 
the master terminal 20 is judged that the program of a server is newer as compared 
with the version of the program file to which it corresponds in self. 
[0046] Since the version information of all the terminals in this group can be acquired 
only by establishing one communication link by this, compared with establishing a 



communication link from each terminal to a server 10, and acquiring version 
information, the load of a server is mitigable. 

[0047] Although the terminal performed the version check with the gestalt 1 of gestalt 
2. implementation of operation, a server may perform a version check. The gestalt of 
this operation shows the case where a server performs a version check. 
[0048] Drawing 5 is the block diagram showing the gestalt 2 of operation of the 
program file download system concerning this invention. In drawing, drawing 2 and a 
same sign show the same or a considerable part. As for AP version check section and 
15, 14 is [ AP download section and 27 ] the download necessity inquiry sections. A 
download server and two or more terminals are connected to networks, such as a 
public network, and ISDN, an ATM network, respectively. 

[0049] Moreover, drawing 6 is a flow chart which shows actuation of the terminal of 
the program file download system shown in drawing 5 . Next, actuation of this 
invention is explained using drawing 5 and drawing 6 . Each terminal 20 determines 
beforehand the number of the terminal which can carry out download processing of 
the download server in one actuation at the time of a system design, and determines 
the number of groups based on this. Download of the program file in each group is 
processed by package. 

[0050] Each terminal 20 of each terminal group is transmitted to a server 10 by 
making into a download necessity inquiry edition designation which self holds, in order 
to ask whether there is any new program file to a server 10. Moreover, the schedule is 
beforehand held in self so that this download necessity inquiry may be generated to 
the timing from which each terminal group differs mutually. The values of this 
schedule differ for every terminal and every terminal group. It has prevented that the 
inquiry from each terminal over a server 10 occurs at a stretch, and the load of a 
server focuses by this. 
[0051] Next, actuation is shown concretely. 

(1) In the terminal group of arbitration, each terminal 20 will start the renewal tool 22 
of a version automatically first, if the power source of a terminal 20 is turned on. 

(2) Then, the renewal tool 22 of a version of the terminal 20 will perform actuation (7) 
or subsequent ones in the gestalt 1 of operation, if a reflection flag is investigated and 
the flag is set. If the flag is not set, a schedule is investigated (step S61), and 
processing is only ended without doing anything until it goes through the time amount 
set up beforehand. It logs in, after carrying out call origination to the server 10 which 
has latest version information, telephoning and establishing the communication link 
with a server 1 0, if a setting period passes. 

[0052] (3) Next, the download necessity inquiry section 27 notifies a version to a 
server 1 0 via a network. (Step S62) . 

(4) AP version check section 14 of a server 10 checks the version of AP of a terminal 
20 based on the information on the version table notified from the terminal 20 (step 



S63). When AP to which the version check section 14 corresponds time stump 
information to a terminal 20 as compared with the time stump information on the file 
of a terminal 20 exists [ whether it exists and or not ] t AP of a terminal 20 
distinguishes an upgrade product (the present version) or an earlier version. 
[0053] (5) A server 10 downloads the program file of the AP from AP file storing 
section 13 of a server 10 via a network, when AP to which an earlier version 
corresponds to a terminal 20 exists (step S64). Here, the reflection day is also added 
to the downloaded program file. This reflection day takes into consideration the 
download time amount which a server side takes per the number of a terminal, and 
terminal, the recovery time amount at the time of download failure, etc., for example, 
is computed like after a half moon and two weeks. 

[0054] the case where it is judged with the case where AP of an earlier version does 
not exist, at step S63 — **** (namely, when AP of a terminal 20 is the latest version) 
— the renewal tool 22 of a version is ended. 

(6) At step S65, once accumulate in a disk and save till a reflection day without 
reflecting the downloaded program file, shortly after downloading the program file of 
the latest version from a server 10. Moreover, if download is completed, the flag which 
shows that download was completed is set and saved. 

[0055] In addition, when download goes wrong, re-download is performed once [ at 
least ]. however, this re-down — it is assumed with a funnel that download time 
amount is postponed. After predetermined count re-download is performed to this, 
the download to this terminal is stopped, that is notified to a server and a manager is 
notified for it of an error message. And download to other terminals is continued 
succeedingly. It is necessary to set up the period a reflection day is [ a period / as 
seeming / it / that it is satisfactory as the whole system even if the above-mentioned 
failure occurs ] fully generous. 

[0056] According to the gestalt of this operation, it can prevent that a load focuses on 
a server at a stretch by setting up the timing which performs a version check for 
every terminal and every terminal group. 

[0057] Moreover, after download, since it was made to reflect the program file of a 
new edition after the reflection day of a terminal passed, many terminals can update a 
program file all at once. 

[0058] Moreover, since a communication link is established according to the gestalt of 
this operation, applying the telephone number to a server from a terminal, a download 
server does not need to manage the telephone number of a terminal. 
[0059] In addition, about reflection of a refix date, since it is the same as that of the 
gestalt 1 of operation, explanation is omitted. Each terminal 20 of each terminal group 
is transmitted to a server 10 by making into a download necessity inquiry edition 
designation which self holds, in order to ask whether there is any new program file to a 
server 10. 



[0060] Moreover, the master terminal of the version information is transmitted and 
carried out to a server 10, and you may make it assign one in two or more terminals to 
it in each group. In this case, terminals are connected in LAN or the network and a 
master terminal 20 collects the version information which each terminal holds via LAN 
or a network, for example from each terminal 20 in a group periodically in each group 
of a terminal. And after only a master terminal 20 establishes a server 10 and a 
communication link, it logs in to a server 10, and in order to ask whether there is any 
new program file to a server 10 via a network, the edition designation of each 
collected terminals is summarized with the corresponding terminal ID, and it transmits 
to a server 10 as a download necessity inquiry. A server 10 takes out the version 
information of each terminal in a group from AP version table storing section 12 based 
on two or more received terminals ID. Next, if it judges that the program of the version 
check section of a server 1 0 which a server holds is newer as compared with the 
version information of each taken-out terminal, and the version of the program file to 
which the corresponding terminal sent from the master terminal corresponds, 
download of a program file will be performed. 

[0061] Since the version information of all the terminals in this group can be 
transmitted to a server only by establishing one communication link by this, compared 
with establishing a communication link from each terminal to a server 10, and 
transmitting version information, the load of a server is mitigable. 
[0062] Gestalt 3. drawing 7 of operation is a block diagram showing the gestalt 3 of 
operation of the program file download system concerning this invention, and for 
every terminal, it shows the example which added the external timer as an object for a 
schedule setup to each terminal so that the inquiry of download necessity can be 
performed to a server to each schedule. In drawing 7 , 28 is a timer. The power source 
of a timer is constituted so that the power source of a terminal may be interlocked 
with. In this case, at the time of power-source ON of a terminal, the renewal tool of a 
version is not started, a timer 28 carries out auto-boot by power-source ON of this 
terminal, and if it passes over the set point of this timer, starting of the renewal tool of 
a version will be controlled by the signal from a timer. 

[0063] According to the gestalt of this operation, since it becomes unnecessary for 
each terminal to have schedule information in the storage section, management of a 
system becomes easy. Moreover, since it can respond even if either breaks down if it 
uses combining the schedule information and the timer of the storage section, a 
schedule system strong against failure can be built. 

[0064] After the download to all the terminals 20 is completed, you may make it 
gestalt 4. of operation and a server 10 notify a reflection day to all terminals. 
Whenever the download to a terminal is completed, a server 10 is a form including 
some floats, sets up the refix date of this program file, and memorizes it in the own 
storage section (not shown) of a server. This reflection day is updated by the own 



storage section of a server by overwrite in a form including some floats, whenever the 
download to a different terminal is completed. If a server judges that the download to 
all terminals was completed, the information on a final refix date will be read from the 
storage section, and it will distribute to all terminals. In addition, the above-mentioned 
float is determined based on the conditions of a system at the time of a system design. 
Moreover, since it is updated by overwrite, this float is not superimposed. 
[0065] With the gestalten 1 and 2 of operation, in order to set up a refix date 
(reflection day) before download ends, if sufficient allowances day is not set up, a 
possibility that updating may start is before the completion of download. On the other 
hand, since according to the gestalt of this operation updating is performed after 
download is completed certainly, updating can be ensured. 

[0066] Gestalt 5. drawing 8 of operation is the block diagram showing the gestalt 5 of 
operation of the program file download system concerning this invention. In drawing, 
drawing 2 and a same sign show the same or a considerable part. 29 is a reflection 
table which stores a reflection day. Next, actuation of the gestalt 5 of operation is 
explained using drawing 8 . When the reflection day of a program is restricted like 
years time level (for example, monthly processing etc.), the table which made the 
reflection day which serves as a candidate, and the number correspond to each 
terminal is prepared, and you may make it make a number direct from a server. If each 
terminal receives this number, based on this number, the reflection day which 
corresponds from a reflection table will be read, and the downloaded program will be 
installed according to this reflection day. Although at least 6 bytes of die length of a 
reflection day is required, the die length of a number can be managed with 4 bits - 
about 2 bytes. 

[0067] With the gestalt 4 of operation, while according to the gestalt of this operation 
being able to lessen transmission capacity more and mitigating the rise of network 
traffic instead of notifying a reflection day to each terminal from a server when die 
length notifies a shorter number although network traffic goes up rapidly temporarily 
when notifying to the terminal for download from a server, improvement in the speed 
of data transmission can be attained. 
[0068] 

[Effect of the Invention] As mentioned above, since a terminal checks the version of a 
server according to a different schedule for every terminal according to the 1st 
invention, the effectiveness that it can prevent that a load focuses on a server at a 
stretch is done so. 

[0069] Moreover, since according to the 2nd invention a terminal updates to the 
program file of a new edition after the reflection day on which it decided beforehand 
passes after download, many terminals can update a program file all at once, and do so 
the effectiveness that it can respond also to extension of a terminal. 
[0070] Moreover, since according to the 3rd invention a terminal notifies a version to 



said server according to a different schedule for every terminal when performing the 
version check by the server, the effectiveness that it can prevent that a load focuses 
on a server at a stretch is done so. 

[0071] Moreover, since according to the 4th invention a terminal updates to the 
program file of a new edition after the version check and download by the server are 
completed, and the reflection day on which it decided beforehand passes, many 
terminals can update a program file all at once, and do so the effectiveness that it can 
respond also to extension of a terminal. 

[0072] Moreover, since the refix date of a program file is distributed to coincidence at 
the time of download of a program file according to the 5th invention, since a server 
does not need to distribute a refix date separately, it does so the effectiveness that 
complicatedness is canceled. 

[0073] Moreover, since according to the 6th invention it distributes to each terminal 
from a server by making a schedule including a predetermined float into a refix date 
after all downloads are completed, the effectiveness that it can be reflected certainly 
is done so. 

[0074] Moreover, since according to the 7th invention each terminal holds the 
telephone number of a server and a communication link is established from a terminal 
to a server based on this telephone number, management of the telephone number 
becomes unnecessary and a server does so the effectiveness that complicatedness is 
solved. 

[0075] Moreover, since according to the 8th invention a terminal is divided into at 
least one group in the range which can perform download processing of a server and 
download is performed in this group unit, the effectiveness that download is ensured is 
done so. 

[0076] Moreover, since the version information of all the terminals in this group can be 
acquired from a server only by establishing one communication link by assigning one in 
two or more terminals in each terminal group as a master terminal which receives 
version information from a server according to the 9th invention, the load of a server 
is mitigable. 

[0077] Moreover, since the version information of all the terminals in this group can be 
transmitted to a server only by establishing one communication link into each terminal 
group by assigning one in two or more terminals to a server for version information as 
a master terminal which transmits according to the 10th invention, the load of a server 
is mitigable. 

[0078] Moreover, since it had the external timer as a schedule function of the 
download propriety inquiry to a server according to the 1 1th invention, and it becomes 
unnecessary for each terminal to have schedule information in the storage section, 
management of a system becomes easy. Moreover, since it can respond even if either 
breaks down if it uses combining the schedule information and the timer of the storage 



section, the effectiveness that a schedule system strong against failure can be built is 
done so. 

[0079] Since the program which each terminal read the reflection day which 
corresponds from a reflection table from the server based on the number with die 
length shorter than a reflection day, and was downloaded according to this reflection 
day is installed according to this invention, while the rise of network traffic is mitigated, 
the effectiveness that improvement in the speed of data transmission can be attained 
is done so.
